Tbeae 
are being continually drilled in outpoet duty 
on the roads leading to tbe Roumanian aud 
Galioian frontiers. This is tbe first line 
which will probably first seize upon th. 
great trunk railroad, which circles the Car- 
pathians, extending from the Danube 
through Roumania and Ghdicia to Cracow. 
This cavalry line is supported by a second 
line of infantry, whose staffs are located at 
Tulcsyn, Braclaw, Haisyn and Nierairow. 
Thia is a chain along tha frontier, with links 
eomprising one, two or three battalions. 

Other troops are a(atlon«i at Krasselow, 
Baalaw, Kostatinow, Ostrorog and Krse- 
oaienic, where are also magasines. There ia 
an tetrenched camp at Mienxibors, at which, 
aa wall as at Mamlnec Viaica, and Kiemienic 
ia stationed tbe artillery. The Polish quad- 
rangle is full of troops, and Russia shows an 
aggreeslon for a stretohing from Odessa to 
Warsaw, whoee nurabera oaa only he gaeaaed 
at, hnt which ia ready to atrike north or 
aoathot thaCarpathiana,orte both dtoaa* 
ttoOB al the aame Mme. 

The Tronblas of Fraaoe and Italy. 
hoxDon May 2i8.— Th. peculiarly selfish 
and in many r»<'pecta, childish altitude as- 
sumed by luiiy toward Pniuce having fail*l 
to bring aiiout iin sriued conflict between 
tb. two couulneM, It has remained for the 
radical dvputies at Rome and V'ersaillM to 
do what tbey can toward producing tkiis re- 
talt by raking over the embers of sti'lf. and 
kindling them afresh. It is true that Italy's 
policy toward Frauoe and other uouutries 
since her entrance into the triple alliance 
has been extreiueiy arragant, but as doubt- 
ful whether it has been less offensive to 
France than it waa befoee tbe Rrjme govern 
meat became party to the Austro Qerman 
compact.
